DAMAGES OF $700 


H. A. F. Mogg, Chattel Mort- 


gage Broker, Stripped Home 
—Victim Borrowed $50. 


GOT ‘RELEASE’ BY THREAT 
„Tribune“ Bureau Fights Case; 
Lender Gives $200 for Furni- 
ture and Penalty of $500. 


All loan sharks are divided into two classes, 
salary loan sharks and chattel mortgage 
an sharks. In the eyes of the average 
victim the mortgage of thé latter is no less 
@ bludgeon than the assignment of wages of 
the former. 

In reality the borrower Who hes given a 
chattel mortgage is far better protected 
then the one “who has filled out a blank 
assignment of wages and a power of attor- 
ney. In the latter case fhe shark may tie up 
wages without any legal proceedings. In 
the former instance no action can be taken 
without going into court, as at least one 
usurer has learned to his heavy cost. Thie 
case in point, in which the loan shark wound 
up with a judgment for $700 against him, is 
entitled Vogler versus Mogg” and was 
tried in the Municipal court before Judge

Borrow $50; to Pay $67.50. 

According to the evidence, Charles G. Vog- 
ler, a railway employé, and Isabelle Vogler, 
his wife. borrowed $50 in cash from Horace 
A. F. Mogg, posing as a real estate man at 
106 North La Salle street, and living at 1152 
Morse avemue, Rogers Park. They signed a 
note for $67.50, payable in ten monthly in- 
stallments. They gave as security a chattel 
mortgage on all their household furniture. 

Several payments were made. It is im- 
possible to determine just how Anany be- 
cause of the refusal of the defendant at the 
trial to bring his books. Then the husband, 
who was a cripple, was forced to go to New 
Mexico in the course of his work and a pay- 
ment was missed. Two payments of $5 each 
were made, but the payment was not fast 
enough to satisfy Mogg and he decided to 
resort to severe methods, 

Strip Home; Zell Furniture.

cey avenue, Mogg’s assistant, a man named

husky assigtants. They loaded all the house- 
hold goods into the wagon and drove away. 
Some of it-was sold from the wagon and the 
remainder disposed of to % on deal- 
er. No refund was made to the Voglers, the 
shark contending that the receipts were just 
sufficient to repay the $29 he asserted was 
due on the note. Mrs. Vogler said at the 
trial that the property was worth §200. 

Mrs. Vogler and her children were taken 
care of by the neighbors until her husband 
returned. Then they started out to rebuild 
their shattered home. Ignorant of the law, 
terrified at the thought of iegal expense, 
they did nothing for some time. Then the 
case was brought to the attention of Frederic 

A. Fishel, one of ‘Tum Triscne’s staff e 
beer loan shark fighting attorneys. — 
Loan Shark Violates Law. 

Now, there is a statute, passed by the Ini- 
nois legislature on June 5, 1889, which reads 
as follows: 


“ Be it enacted by the people of the state 


of IlMnois represented in the general essem- 
bly, that no chattel mortgage on the neces- 
sary houshold goods, wearing apparel, or me- 
chanics’ tools of any person or family shall be 
foreclosed except in a court of record. No 
such household goods, wearing apparel, or 
mechanicg tools covered by a chattel mort- 
gage shall be seiged or taken out of the pos- 


i session of the mortgager before foreclosure, 


except by a sheriff, and then only after tha 
mo or his agent shell present an am- 
davit to a judge of any court of record set- 
ting forth that the mortgage is due, or that 
he is in danger of losing his security, giving 
the facts upon which he relies, and shall ob- 
tain an order from such judge directing such 
sheriff to such household goods, wear- 
ing appere}, or mechanics’ tools, and hold 
them — to the order of the court.“ 

Under this law the case was brought to 
trial, suit being for $1,000. 

Got Release by Threats. 

At the trial Mogg produced as a defense 
for his violation of the express statutory pro- 
visions the following document: 

My husband having deserted me and gone 
to Mexico, I am unable to pay: this mortgage 
you hold on the furniture of which I am the 
owner. I hereby authorize you to take pos. 
session of the goods and dispose of same to 

tisfy your lien.“ 

It was written on the letter head of Mogg 
with the name torn off. It was eqntended 
that it had been dictated by Mrs. Vogler on 
her own initiative, Attorney Fischel argued 
that the legal language in the second sen- 
tence made this assertion ridiculous, itd 
Mrs. Vogler testified she had signed under 
threats and compulsion, Markley ordering 
her to affix her name in a hurry, tor the 
men were being paid for their ume.

Miss Hazel Hogan is free. The. young 
woman who preferred remaining in jai) to 
testifying against the men who robbed her 
was released yesterday from the bridewell, 
where she had been held for seven weeks on 
a charge of contempt of court. Judge Lock - 
wood Honoré ordered that the charge be va- 
cated. 

Miss Hogan was released on $2,350 bonds. 
A cash bond of $850 to insure her appearance 
in case a new trial of Dr. Irvine Sisinger 
and two other men who robbed her should 
be ordered also was given. 

“I knew they had to let me go,” Miss 
Hogan said. The judge had no right to 
keep mein jail because I did not try to re- 
gain my own property. I guess I can doasI 
please.“ 

“ Are you still determined to keep silence?” 
she was asked. 

That depends,” was tbe reply. Putting 
me in Jail, however, is the rast way to get 
me to speak. The newspapers said I was in 
love with Dr. Sisinger and that was the rea- 
son I would not speak. That is’ ridiculous. 
The reason was that I was angry because 
they tried to make me send those men to the 
penitentiary.” 

Miss Hogan’s release was effected by club- 
women who requested clemency for the pris- 
oner. 

Migs Hogan was robbed of $1,700 in. the 
office of Dr. Sisinger, July 17, 1011. Later 
Dr. Sisinger admitted that he was a party 
to the crime. He was indicted with three 
accomplices. Mise Hogan, however, refused 
to testify against the men. Meanwhile, Dr. 
Sisinger and two of his accomplices were 
convicted on their own confessions.

FIRE IN THE LOOP CHECKS 
CAR SERVICE -FOR ‘HOURS. 
N. J. Sandberg Furniture Company’s 
Building Damaged to Extent of $75,- 
0OO—Art Masterpieces Imperiled. 


A fire attracted a huge crowd to the vicin- 
ity of 312-314 South Wabash avenue yester- 
day afternoon, and for nearly two hours 
hmmpered the street car service on Wabash 
avenue so seriously that it was necessary 
to call out extra police toe keep the tracks 
cleared. 

The blaze imperiled paintings valued. by 
the owner at $300,000, which were stored in 
the studio of Viadimir Shambert, on the 
seventh floor of the Cable building, adjoining 
the burned structure. He said the pictures 
included a Murillo, a Lanfranco, and a Titian. 

The fire was in the old four story bullding 
occupiel by the N. J. Sandberg FPurnitur: 
company, and caused a loss of about $75,000. 
Owing to its location, and the fact that a 
number of buildings to the south are being 
held up with jacks while the foundations 
are being strengthened, a large number of 
fire companies were ordered out. 

The blaze started in the basement, prob- 
ably from an overheated furnace, and spread 
rapidly through the whole structure via the 
elevator shaft. Firemen immediately entered 
the building, and had little difficulty in get- 
ting the flames under control. Toward the 
close of the fight, however, Fire Marshal 
Seyferlich discovered that the first floor sup- 


ports had been partially burned through, and 


he then ordered hié men out of the duilding.

Asquith Tells Result of Haldane’s 
Visit at Parliament Opening. 


Irish Home Rule and Welsh Church 
Bills Are Leading Issues. 


LONDON, Feb. 14—The opening today of 
the parliamentary session, which is to deal 
with home rule, Welsh church disestablish- 
ment, and electoral reform, was marked by 
a statement by Premier Asquith that the 
visit of Viscount Haldane, secretary. for 
war, to Berlin was made at the invitation 
of Germany. 

The premier also said the conversations 
between the British war minister and the 
German authorities had reference to a desire 
on the part of both countries that the exist- 
ing tension should be relieved. 

Interest in this statement completely over- 
shadowed that in the government's great 
legislative program. Since Secretary Hal- 
dane e visit to Berlin the English people 
have been prepared for the announcement 
that it had to do with Anglo-German rela-

New York, Feb. 14—{Special.}—National 
league baseball men in @ five hours’ session 
today made two decisive moves for the wel- 
fare of the game and their league.

Murphy Cause of Resolution. 


The rule went Into effect as soon as the 
magnates left the star chamber this even- 
| ing, but it leaked out that the action taken 
was due to a published statement by C. W. 
Murphy of the Chicago Cubs at the meet- 
ing here in December. Murphy handed out 
a typewritten interview with himself, de- 
clearing that he intended to nominate Ban 
Johnson for the office held by Lynch, As 
a resuit of this fling, which Murphy regarded 
as a joke, Johnson became wrathy and the 
American league passed the resolution sever- 
ing friendly relations with the National

Nobody knows what is coming out of 
China—not Sun Yat Sen, the president of 
the republic,” nor Yuan Shi Kai, the pre- 
mier, nor the dowager empress, nor the boy 
emperor, nor the Peking newspaper cor- 
respondents, nor we. Everybody is entitled 
to hie guess, or guesses, 

We guess that the abdication of the boy 
Manchu emperor may take rauk as one of 
the momentous events in .history, or eise 
that it may dwindle into nothing at all of 
consequence to international! relations or the 
condition of the average Chinaman with tle 
hoe, or that it will take a middle course. 
Usually a nation that has just had a suc- 
cessful revolution and destroyed ‘ts inner 
oppressors, becomes so exhilarated by its 
new won, blood bought liberty that it goes 
out and whips a few neighbors. Cromwell 
having destroyed Charles I., beat the Dutch, 
the French, and the Spanish seriatim and 
devastated Ireland. The French, after they 
had dropped King Louis’ head into the 
basket, created the inspired army which 
Napoleon led all over Europe. The Amer! 
cans after throwing George across the sea 
had a Mediterranean campaign against the 
Tripolitans, a battle or two with the French 
and another ‘war with Britain. Later when 
after a murderous fratricidal conflict of four 
years the north had put down slavery, it 
promptiy showed its teeth to France in 
Mexico and contemplated the invasion of 
Canada. 

The Japanese, having bridged the gap of 
centuries and jumped from feudalism to 
modern capitalism in forty years, whipped 
China in 1894, led the allies to Peking 
in 4900, and defeated the armies and navies 
of the czar in 1008. 

The Chinese, having driven by force from 
the imperial throne the Manchus, who haye 
held it by force for 300 years, will do—what?

IRREGULAR JAWS. 

NOE there was an old woman who 
could not be thankful for riches or 
looks or anything else worth while 
and yet, determined to thank the 
Lord for something, she said: 1 

have but two teeth, but, thank heaven, they 
meet.“ ; 

When teeth do not meet properly they 
are not satisfactory to chew on; foodis com- 
monly swallowed without being thoroughly 
chewed, chewing does not clean them even 
average well and they are more prone to 
decay. The presssure of chewing falls on 
them at improper angles and, therefore, they 
are more apt to become loose * eventual- 
ly, to be the seat of pyorrhea. 

All in all teeth are more secure and diges- 
tion averages better when the teeth meet 
normally, each tooth striking the exact place 
in which it belongs. Out of that position an 
eighth of an inch, the system is spoiled, the 
links in the chain disarranged. 


—~- 

The system in the human mouth is more 
complicated than in that of the lower ani- 
mals. The animals which eat vegetables 
have one kind of teeth throughout. If a 
tooth in the upper jaw strikes the wrong 
tooth in the lower it still strikes its kind. 
The animals which eat meat have but one 
kind of teeth throughout. But in man, teetn 
for vegetables are near to teeth for meats 
and, when the bite is wrong, it may throw 
teeth adapted to tearing in i to 
teeth adapted to grinding. 

When au engineer starts a tunnel from 
the two sides of a mountain and so calcu- 
lates that they meet just as planned, the 
world applauds, as it should, but that is sim- 
plicity itself compared with the plan by 
which the jaws of g forming child start from 
separate centers and grow in a complicated 
way until they reach exactly the right posi- 
tions. It is expected that this development 
will work out right and when it does noth- 
ing is said. When it fails we search for 
something to blame.

It is after the child is born that the jaws 
go wrong. Summer complaint, contagious 
disease, enlarged tonsils, mouth breathing, 
thumb sucking, scurvy, rickets, syphilis, de- 
cay—these are the things which cause jaws 
to overgrow, adidergrow, or to grow irregn- 
larly. A wise dentist, looking inthe mouth, 
can tell just when the blighting illness or 
neglect came and, in many instances, its 
cause. Ot greater importance is his ability 
to regulate jaws and teeth so that “ they 
meet,” te .

LA MARQUISE DE FONTENOY. 


NGLAND has now, through the death 
of the Duke of Fife, a duchess in her 
own tight, for the first time in forty 
years, that is to say, since the death 
of Queen Victoria's left hand aunt, 

the Duchess of Inverness. 

Whereas her Grace of Inverness, despite 
her union to a member of the reigning fam- 
ily, did not enjoy any princely rank, and, 
indeed, never really figured at court, the 
new Duchess of Fife was created a princess 
by her gtandfather, Edward VII., on his 
birthday, Nov. 9, 1905. He bestowed a similar 
title upon her younger sister, until then 
known as Lady Maud Duff (the patronymic 
ot the late Duke of Fife), and provided that 
both of the new fledged princesses should 
enjoy the predleste of “ highness,” end 
should rank immediately after and next to 
those of members of the reigning family 
bearing the style of royal highness. 

This is only fair, since the new Duchess of 
Fife, or rather I should say her mother, the 
newly widowed princess royal, comes imme- 
diately after the children of King George 
in the line of succession to the throne. 


—~o- 
Should the Duchess of Fife wed a com- 
monet, he would, in no sense of the word, 
share her honors. But her Dukedom of Fife, 
though not her princely title, nor yet her 
qualification of highness, would go at her 
death to her son, or, failing a son, to her 
eldest daughter, while, should she die with- 
out issue, the dukedom would go to her sis- 
ter, Princess Maud, and to the latter’s chil- 
dren. 
In bestowing these honors upon his two 
granddaughters, King Edward neglected 
one thing; he falled to designate of what

herself against William IV., during the lat- 
ter’s reign, and who had declined to de a 
party to all those difficulties on the score of 
precedence and rank which were made, at 
the time of her marriage and during several 
years afterward, by her other uncles and 
royal relatives, about her consort, Prince 
Albert. 

It was in recognition of the old duke’s in- 
variable kindness that Queen Victoria be- 
stowed shortly before his death the title of 
Duchess of Inverness upon Lady Cecilia 
Buggin, widow of Sir George Buggin, daugh- 
ter of the second Earl of Arran and who 
had contracted in 1831 an ecclesiastical mar- 
riage abroad with the Duke of Sussex, a 
union Which, though valid abroad, was 
illegal in England, owing to its having been 
contracted without the previous permission 
of the soveréign in council, as prescribed 
by the laws dealing with members of the 
reigning family. 

The Duchess of Inverness survived the 
Duke of Sussex for thirty-one years, dying 
without issue, and though she was frequent- 
ly visited by Queen Victoria and by the 
other members of the reigning family, who 
treated her with the utmost consideration 
and kindness, she never appeared at court 
or at any public function, living in the 
strictest retirement in the apartments at 
Kensington palace which had been placed 
at her disposal by Queen Victoria.

DEPOSED AFTER HARD FIGHT 


Attempt to Regain Throne Cause of 
Bombardment of Villages. 


MELBOURNE, Australia, Feb. 14.—The 
announcement is made from Levuka, Fiji is- 
lands, of the death of Mataafa, ex-king of 
Samoa, who maintained resistance against 
the treaty powers in 1808. 

German and Great Britain obtained har- 
bors in Samoa in 1879, and a political ar- 
rangement was concluded whereby no single 
power was to appropriate the islands. A few 
years later civil war broke out over the suc- 
cession to the kingship. 

In the couree of fighting which ensued 


about fifty German sailors and marines were 


killed or wounded by the adherents of Ma- 
taafa. A conference between the three pow- 
ers was then held at Berlin and a treaty en- 
tered into by those powers and Samoa in 
1889, dy virtue of which the independence 
and autonomy of the islands were guaran- 
teed. Malletoa was restored as king, but on 
his ‘death, in 1898, two rival candidates for 
the throne appeared. 

One of these was Mataafa, but the chief 
justice, selected by the three powers, de- 
cided in favor of a boy, Malietoa Tanu.

Economical Housekeeping 
Economy with the Fireless Cooker. 


BY JANE EDDINGTON. 
HE food expense is an enormous ex- 
pense, and the food waste is an enor- 
mous waste. Yet, in spite of great 
wastes from the manner of serving, if 
from no other way, eating houses of 
every sort go on making money, though they 


would make far more money if these wastes 


were avoided. 

There are certain splendid sorts of econo- 
mies possible when food is handled in large 
quantities, just as there have been invented 
economies in the large handling of meats. If 
all butchering was still done by the small 
dealer, scores of products from the meat crea- 
ture now of service to us aM would still be 
unheard of. 

When people, instead of going into the busi- 
ness of feeding people in large ways to make 
money, do it to save money for those who eat, 
marvels can be accomplished, 

Some of the most interesting and best work 
of this sort that is being done in the coun- 
try is that in the schools, where inexpensive 
lunches are being served to the children, and 


the fireless cooker is one of the chief agents 


in this economy, 
— 

In one of the largest and finest high schools 
in America a splendid 5 cent lunch is served, 
and also one for 2% cents. Besides serving 
the students of the high school there is also 
prepared in the same kitchen lunches for six 
of the grade schools, which are sent out in 
fireless cookers, These lunches consist of two 
hot courses, a hash, or croquettes with sauce, 
or spaghetti with tomato sauce, and some 
cereal or dried fruit sauce for dessert, food in- 
finitely more wholesome and sanitary than 
the sweet buns, the pickles, and pies children 
buy at the school stores for 10 cents or more, 
These cookers of large capacity are also be- 
ing used in a great number of institutions, to 
the great improvement of the diet in these 
places. Wherever the culinary departments of 
such places is managed by intelligent and pro- 
gressive people there is almost sure to be 
fireiess cookers in daily use. Of course, the 
commissary departments of the armies used 
them very early, and long before the present 
perfection in manufacture had been reached. 

— — * 

Why is it so economical? For one reason, 
because a cup of rice or a cup of Indian meal 
comes out of the cooker as five cups, if cooked 
in water, and six if it is cooked in milk. Not 
only is its bulk increased five times, but if 
properly timed it comes out about that much 
more delicious and wholesome than when 
cooked in ordinary ways. 

Meats and vegetables are correspondingly 
good, They have lost not one grain of their 
nutriment through escaping steam and odors, 
and they have been cooked to perfection. We 
are slowly coming to realize that the best 
way of cooking many things, is not at a boil- 
ing water temperature. Anyone with the first 
elements of good sense and patience can man- 
age a fireless cooker,

WITH TARIFF FEAR 


Common Stock Sold in Large 
Volume; Heaviness Re- 
flects Uncertainty. 


FOREIGNERS WIN PLUM. 


American Corporation Underbid 
on Pacific Coast Order; May 
Reduce Dividends. 


Heaviness in United States Steel common 
gtock, which has been sold in large volume 
within the last week, is becoming understood 
to reflect fear that reduction in the tariff on 
steel products will have an important effect 
on the earnings ‘of the corporation. Lower 
prices for steel in this country, it is argued, 
would mean inability on the part of the cor- 
poration to compete with foreign makers and 
maintain present dividends. 

It is pointed out that within the last week 
bids were opened for a considerable quantity 
of structural steel on the Pacific coast. The 
bide called in all for about $100,000 of mate- 
rial. The United States Steel corporation was 
the lowest bidder in this country, but some 
foreign makers underbid the corporation and 
secured the contract. The steel will be deliv- 
ered on the coast by way of Cape Horn. This 
has been taken as a suggestion of conditions 
that might obtain in the steel industry should 
foreign makers be enabled to sell in this coun- 
try under less onerous tariff conditions. 


Republic Iron Weak. 

To further disturb the market for United 
States Steel common the directors of the 
Republic Iron and Steel company are re- 
ported to be considering a reduction in the 
@ividend rate on the preferred stock, which is 
paying 7 per cent. The directors met yester- 
day to consider the matter formally, but ad- 
gourned for one week. Meanwhile the stock 
was weak, selling off from an opening at 
73% to 72%, the lowest price of the day with 
the exception of the next to the last sale, 
which was made at 72%. One week ago Re- 
public Steel preferred was selling at TT%. 


More Atchison Bonds. 

The Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé pro- 
pose to issue $18,000,000 new bonds. It has 
filed application with the Kansas railway 
commission to put out that amount of 4% per 
cent fifty year bonds, secured by a mortgage 
on the California, Arizona and Santa Fé 
railroad. It is reported that the issue will 
probably be sold to J. P. Morgan & Co. 

It is not improbable that another of the 
large western railroads will in the near fu- 
ture issue either notes or bonds. 


Northwestern to Issue Notes. 

It is announced also that the Chicago and 
Northwestern is planning to issue about 
$10,000,000 equipment trust notes within the 
next few months. Application has already 
been made to railroad commissions of Wis- 
consin and Nebraska for approval of such 
an issue. 9

Interest in Steel Affairs.

This situation appears to ap- 
ply to the steel corporation as well as to the larger 
of the independent companies. For the smaller 
manufacturers of steel the situation is still more 
difficult for recent conditions compel them to run 
at a loss or to stop operation. 


Demand for Short Term Issues. 


Announcement of further bond lesues today sup- 
plied additional evidence of the breadth of the in- 
vestmen: demand.
